positive media coverage and many events achieved 

record attendance. With major celebrations in 

Toronto, Montreal, Vancouver, Victoria, Medicine Hat, 

Ottawa and Halifax (to name a few more!) still to 

come, it will certainly prove to be a very festive 

summer. Personally, I’m looking forward to 

Vancouver Pride and sunny celebrations in the 

West End with our Vancouver staff, business 

associates and friends; for me it is the true 
meaning of Pride celebrations as we gather once a 
year to recognize who we are and what we mean to 
each other. 


Here at home in Calgary, it was another banner 
year for breaking the mold. After Joe Clark was 
Parade marshal last year, we all felt our Pride organizers 

couldn’t top that one. Guess what—they did! For the 
first time ever in our city, civic politicians rode proudly in the procession as our three 
parade marshals. On a cold, cloudy Sunday with rain imminent, City of Calgary alderper- 
sons Joe Ceci, Madeline King and Druh Farrell bravely led the way in three convertibles, 
spearheading a proud procession of over fifty floats and countless marchers. Raj Pannu, 
leader of the provincial ND party, also leant his support by walking in the parade. In 
terms of active parade participation, it was the biggest in our city’s history. Cowboy hats 
off to Keith Purdy and all of his Pride Calgary volunteers who made us all feel proud on 
this very memorable day. 


Sadly, there were people in the Calgary crowd who reminded me that, even during 
Pride, there are some who choose to behave 
- with hostility within our ranks. On the eve 
of our Pride celebrations, they decided to 
create and promote a negative force within 
our community. Even worse, a self- 
proclaimed “community elder” took it upon 
himself to communicate with glee to as 
many community leaders as possible in the 
shortest period, the contents of this 
negative messageboard. The reaction 
was swift as horror rippled through 
the recipients of this negative message, 
one that came at such an inappropriate 
time. With considerable backpedaling 
by the key player, a negative start to our Pride celebrations was quashed within seventy- 
two hours. Hopefully some painful lessons were learned. | know I’ve learned that people 
would rather “play Brutus” with a knife at your back than work together to create a 
better community for all of us. Even worse than the backstabbing was the anonymity of 
such an attack, where the instigators hid themselves like cowards, presumably ashamed of 
what they had done. After all, every one of us here at Outlooks puts our name on the 
work we do every month. Fortunately, the good always outweighs the bad and positive 
festivities with friends and strangers overshadowed these negative forces during Pride.

Gay Games IOI

Think competitive sports are only for straight men? 
Think again. This year’s Gay Games in Sydney, Australia will 
bring together a record number of gay men and women 
segs from around the world to compete in over thirty summer 

GD and winter sports (including my personal favourite, ice 
hockey). The Gay Games is an inclusive gay-oriented 

sporting and cultural event which takes place every four years. The theme of the 
2002 games is “under new skies”, a fitting title for the first Games held in the 
southern hemisphere. Organizers expect the event to be a complete success for the 
host city and to ultimately bring in millions of dollars in revenue from tourism and

increased exposure. 


The games were created by Dr. Thomas Waddell in San Francisco in the early 
1980s. Waddell was a gay athlete who had competed internationally, but he found the 
stereotype that gay men were not athletic to be troubling. He also believed in the 
therapeutic benefit of sport, and envisioned a recurring sporting event which would 
bring together gay athletes to compete in an inclusive and supportive environment. 
The first Gay Games took place in August of 1982 in San Francisco with the theme 
of “challenge”. Although running on a small budget, the games managed to bring 
together over |,000 athletes. Throughout the decade, the games vastly increased 
their exposure and millions of dollars were spent promoting and organizing the 
events. In 1990, Vancouver played host to the first games outside of San Francisco 
and managed to double the number of participants. The games continued to steadily 
evolve with the addition of new sports, and new working relationships with many 
sport organizations, such as the United States Olympic Committee (USOC). 


Sydney promises to hold one of the best Gay Games ever; the city has been 
preparing for over a year in advance, and dozens of countries will be represented at 
this year’s games (over 500 Canadians are already registered to participate in 
sporting events). The games provide such a supportive environment that there will

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be participants bravely risking their freedom to represent countries known to perse- 
cute homosexuals, such as Egypt and Saudi Arabia. In total, over 14,000 participants 
from around the world are expected—nearly ten times the number of competitors 
in the first installment of the 
quadrennial event. This year’s 
games will feature impressive 
opening and closing ceremonies 
complete with fireworks, event 
participants, international and local 
artists and 40,000 cheering specta- 
tors. The Cultural Festival will take 
place from October 25 through 
November 9, and will include an 
opera, symphony orchestra, massed 
choirs, performance events, visual 
arts, physical theatre, drama, dance 
and bands. In addition to all of this excitement, there will be other events including 
five spectacular dance parties, a grand ball and the famous “Bondi Beach Barbie”.

All in all, the Sydney 2002 event is shaping up to deliver a spectacular experience 
to participants and spectators alike. The success of this one will be testament to the 
steady evolution of the games as a record number of participants and spectators 
gather together to promote sport, celebrate accomplishments and to have fun. 
Recognition of the games has increased significantly, as seen in promotional reaction: 
over 800 accredited members of the media will be attending the events. Waddell’s 
vision has certainly been realized. The games provide a supportive environment for 
athletes from around the world and have been successful in shattering some gay 
stereotypes. If you would like more information on the games in Sydney, visit the 
official Gay Games website at www.sydney2002.org.au. If you can’t make it to 
Australia, don’t despair: Montreal will host the next Gay Games in 2006. Given the 
build-up to Sydney 2002, perhaps this will be the first ever Gay Games with televi- 
sion coverage, now that PrideVision TV exists. Stay tuned for more details. W

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EDITOR’S LETTER 


Plus ¢a change...

Exactly one year ago, in the July 2001! issue, | bid 
farewell to the readers of Outlooks and left my post as 
editor-in-chief to pursue some other projects. In that 
time, | have developed two television proposals, 
completed a two-act play, started an extensive collec- 
tion of my photographic work and brought my first 
novel, A Commitment to Glamour to the point where | 
actually believe its pages will wind up in the hands of 
another living soul. Throughout this period, | have 
also kept myself busy, to some extent or other, with 
freelance writing projects for this publication, as well 
as various other photographic and organizational 
tasks. 


As Roy Heale pointed out in his Publisher’s Column last month, Outlooks is in the 
midst of very exciting expansion in other markets across Canada. With this growth 
comes some inevitable growing pains and logistical challenges, and in order to help 
address some of these | have returned to the magazine in a limited capacity as an 
associate editor. This part-time commitment to our operation will still allow me to 
work on completing some of those projects started during my absence, as well as 
embark on new ones. 


Even when | was at the magazine on a more than full-time basis, | was frequently 
overwhelmed by the sheer volume of submissions, queries, proposals and letters that 
we received on any given day. Now that | will be in the Outlooks offices part-time, it 
seems prudent that | outline a few simple points to help keep the lines of communica- 
tion open and to avoid any misunderstanding on the part of potential contributors, 
community organizations and readers. Despite the fact that we have passed our fifth 
anniversary, Outlooks is still a very small operation, one run entirely by contract 
manpower. Our team of writers, editors, designers and salespeople contribute their 
talents on a part-time, freelance basis, with many earning their living through other full- 
time pursuits. At the end of the day, production of the paper comes down not only to 
manpower, but issues of scheduling, economics, reader demographics and an editorial 
policy that is constantly evolving. We feel that it is important to let you know how a 
magazine—in particular, this magazine—is run, in order to foster a better understanding 
of how and why decisions are made. | offer the following tips as a set of guidelines for 
you to consider if you wish to make a contribution to the magazine. 


* Outlooks is a monthly publication and, as such, often complicates deadlines for the 
announcement of events, etc. Often, by the 24th of any given month, the paper has 
been formatted, proofed and sent to the printer; therefore, event listings must be 
submitted in writing no later than the |5th of each month. As this is a free service, 
inclusion is based on space, priority of submission and broadness of appeal to the 
community at large. 


* Ideas for stories must be pitched at least forty-five days prior to an issue's release, 
except in December and January when we produce two issues concurrently to meet 
holiday printing schedules (in this case, at least sixty days notice is preferred). Story

Although we are a Calgary-based magazine, 
we try to supplement our local stories with general interest content that addresses our 
very broad readership. Please keep this in mind if you are considering submitting a 
story idea. 


¢ Events featured in our Out & About pages are selected based on the notices we 
receive by fax, e-mail and post in our offices; this information is also gleaned from those 
advertisements in the paper that highlight such events. If you would like your event 
considered for coverage in the Out & About section, please refer to the number 
specific to your city in a previous issue and contact the coordinator of that page. Please 
also bear in mind that, with limited manpower, we cannot get to every event; therefore, 
it is in your best interest to contact us sooner rather than later if you would like to be 
included. It is unlikely that we will be able to accommodate requests received on or 
before the day of an event. 


* If you have a book, CD or video you would like to pitch for review, please submit 
a copy of your material with a written proposal and contact information. In the case 
of written works, you must allow sufficient (twenty to forty days) lead time for the 
material to be read and reviewed. Please note that submission of material in no way 
guarantees that a review of it will appear in the pages of Outlooks, only that it will be 
considered for review by the editorial staff. It is also important to understand that pre- 
written reviews from galleys or other publications will not be reprinted in the 
magazine. One of the things that sets Outlooks apart from many other publications in 
the marketplace is that we do not pick up stories from newswires, syndication services 
or the Internet. If a news release is received in our office and chosen for a story, it will 
be used as a reference point only and given to one of our contributing writers.

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What’s love got to do with it?

Sex, sex, sex. That’s all some Christians ever think about, it seems. Example: the big 
hoe-down held here in Vancouver last month by Anglicans to determine whether or not 
to bless same-sex unions in the church led to more talk about sex. One of the conser- 
vative priests, Rey. Barclay Mayo, said the biblical strictures against homosexuality are 
written in stone. 


“It’s counter to scripture,’ Mayo told the National Post. “It’s counter to the word of 
God. There is no place for sexual activity outside the covenant of marriage. We can’t 
ignore God's word. It’s not negotiable.” : 


To which we respond: Who said anything about sex? 


To the lesbian and gay Anglicans who wish their church to acknowledge their relation- 
ships, the discussion is about creating families, living full lives in the world and, presum- 
ably, the afterlife, and receiving the basic level of human respect accorded to other 
members of the church. In fact, for people of that orientation (Anglican, | mean) the 
debate was all about putting their relationships into precisely the sort of context Mayo 
claims to understand and insist upon: one within the “covenant of marriage.” What he 
meant, of course, is that homosexuality is evil because, he claims, the Bible tells him so. 
“It’s not negotiable.” 


And yet, conservative Christians negotiate with God constantly. The very same part of 
the Bible that purportedly forbids homosexuality also forbids the consumption of lobster 
and shrimp. Why not choose to enforce that little nugget of biblical wisdom? Because 
there is no sex involved. Eating ugly crustaceans is something conservative Christians can 
get their minds around. But beautiful sex is just too much for them to swallow. 


If the word of God is not negotiable, then conservative Christians would be required 
by scripture to kill their children if they showed disrespect for them. That is the non- 
negotiable word of God. They don’t do that, of course (not usually, anyway) because 
human beings are sentient entities who have the capacity to adapt their morality to 
changing social conditions. Killing children for disrespect is not appropriate anymore. 
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Neither is slavery, which is also carefully proscribed in the Bible (It’s perfectly OK, 
according to the non-negotiable word of God, as long as you treat your slaves properly. 
This will be particularly welcome news for modern gay Anglican leathermen, I’m sure.) 


The reality is that conservative Christians use their religion as a battering ram to attack 
homosexuals. For this, they receive a degree of protection under human rights legislation 
and a tax-exempt status, but their hatred is really little different from that of the skinhead 
fag-bashers one runs into on the street every now and then. In fact, those skinheads may 
be graduates of Sunday school. 


Ultimately, the Christian panic over homosexuality really has to do with a larger panic 
over sexuality of any kind. Heterosexuality is a necessary evil to most heterosexual 
conservative Christians. Not something they like to talk about or celebrate, but a way to 
keep the pews full on Sunday. 


Look at the Anglicans’ cousins in the Catholic Church and how they define “sex”. The 
current crisis in the U.S. Catholic church is being shorthanded recently as the “Church 
sex scandal.” 


“Sex” is not the word | would use to describe priests in a position of authority sexually 
exploiting children and teenagers under their pastoral care. Abuse. Violence. Total 
abrogation of trust. Criminal assault. These are words | would use to describe these acts. 
If the Catholic church views this behaviour as a variation on the word sex, then it is hardly 
a surprise that conservative Christians come up with a disastrously skewed understanding 
of the larger concept. 


Back to Rey. Mayo’s inability to get past the concept of gay sex: It has never ceased to 
amaze me that in a world that sometimes seems to be coming apart at the seams from 
all the hatred, there are people who devote their lives to preventing people from loving 
one another. And, they do it in the name of God, no less. 


After the mortgage is paid, the lawn is mowed, the refrigerator is repaired, the televi- 
sion is turned off and the dinner is on the table, sex is one of my top priorities. I’m not 
saying that sex isn’t a big part of our lives—anyone who wants me to stop haying it can 
go straight to my demented version of eternal hell—but some heterosexuals think that’s 
all there is to it. Again, though, it’s not just gay sex they have a problem with. Consider 
the total emphasis put on sexuality in traditional heterosexual marriage. The line about 
“forsaking all others” has been the death knell for plenty of excellent marriages. 
Consider a man who is an excellent father, a terrific husband, a model of everything a 
young heterosexual man is raised to idealize. Then he has a one-night stand with another 
woman and the wife on whom he “cheated” can never trust him again, thanks to her 
indoctrination by clergy with sexual hangups.And look at how Hollywood reinforces this 
destructive conservative agenda.A couple is offered a million dollars if the wife will sleep 
with another man. Hell ensues. Please! 


Take the money and run, you idiots. In fact, the biggest subplot in all TV shows and 
movies is a “cheating” spouse or the threat thereof. Everything can be perfect for a 
couple, but they will throw it all away if someone shares sex with an outside party. This 
emphasis on the sexual aspect of marriage really cheapens the concept of mutual inter- 
dependence and everything else that commitment should be. A case in point was the 
public reaction to Bill and Hillary Clinton’s public marriage. There was a distinct difference 
in the way gay people and straight people | know reacted to the revelations. Straight 
people (especially women) tended to ask,““Why would she stay with the creep?” 


Gay people tended to recognize that there is more to a committed relationship than 
mere sex. Bill and Hill (I’ve read all the tell-alls!) have what appears to be a complex 
relationship, but it is no doubt one of the most passionate and totally intertwined of any 
couple. 


To suggest they should call it quits because someone got some sex on the side is the 
real obscenity. Gay people get that. Some straight people, especially Christians, don’t. 
Because conservative Christians can’t get it through their heads: 
There's more to life than sex. W

Hopeful participants in the 2002 Games 
may not wear their hearts on their sleeves, but they will wear their gratitude to sponsors 
there. 


It is hoped that Team Calgary will be able to send a delegation of fifty to this year’s 
installment of the Gay Games.

For a straight 
man, it appears that grocery shopping represents such a threat to his masculinity that he 
has to get all macho, using his grocery cart as battering ram and otherwise swaggering 
through the fruit department. 


Best of all, gay men only have to drive a half-ton truck if they really have a use for it. 


Over more than forty years, the late Timothy Findley and Bill Whitehead shared a 
wonderful relationship and an equally wonderful life, both of them wrapped up in Findley’s 
remarkable writing career. | don’t pretend to have known Findley well, but on the few 
occasions we spoke, he was determined that Whitehead—and the relationship they 
shared—receive full credit for the role both played in his success. 


Measured only by Canadian law, they were never married, but measured by any rational 
means, they shared a marriage that any sane person must surely envy. 


Canada has lost a great writer, and as a Canadian, | feel that loss deeply. As a gay man, 
however, | am staggered to contemplate the depth of Whitehead’s loss. My heart goes 
out to him. 


Here in Ontario, David Knight, a seventeen-year-old high school student, and his 
sixteen-year old sister, have launched a lawsuit against the Halton District School Board 
for harassment. The two claim they suffered more than four years of abuse, most of which 
centred around David’s sexuality. One of the things they endured, for instance was a 
website entitled davidknightisafag. It’s an all too familiar story, but the thing that should 
really concern us is that most people I’ve talked to about the situation have the same 
question: “Well, was he gay?” What this suggests is that such abuse is only intolerable if 
it happens to be untrue. If you're gay, it means you're fair game for every mentally 
challenged mouth-breather the school system can throw at you, | guess. 


Maybe that’s something Ralph Klein should think about, instead of worrying about 
alienating core voters. W

Winnipeg mayoral campaign 
heats up

Glen Murray, the first openly gay mayor of Winnipeg, 
is running for the job again in a civic election coming up 
October 23. For weeks there were no serious 
contenders announced to run against him, but that 
changed June 17 when veteran city councillor Garth 
Steek, a former furniture store owner, announced he 
intends to run and give Murray a good fight. 


Steek is running on a right wing platform of law and 
order—more money for police and firemen—plus a 
pledge to do more about the city’s crumbling 
infrastructure. He also plans to eliminate the city’s 
business tax, though he has given no clue as to 
where all the new money is coming from. Perhaps 

the City of Winnipeg will open its own Mint.

Critics say Steek is fiscally irresponsible and Murray supporters point out property 
taxes have dropped for the past four years, as he promised they would. 


An angry Steek also went on the airwaves recently to denounce the decision to hoist 
the rainbow flag at City Hall during Pride Week. He claimed it would be more appropriate 
to raise a police flag to honour all the police who have been shot at recently in Manitoba. 
He’s definitely going after the votes of the boys in blue, a group Murray has had problems 
with. Steek claims to have the endorsement of at least four other councillors in his bid 
to topple Murray. 


Another minor announced candidate is Nick Ternette, a perennial leftwing activist who 
has tried four times previously to become mayor, with poor results. Ternette believes 
Mayor Murray, a former Montrealer, has a top-down management style, is too secretive 
and too much in the clutch of special business interests, as evidenced by his support for 
a new and highly controversial arena on downtown Portage Avenue. Large sums of public 
money are involved and the project was pushed through with almost no public debate. 


Murray certainly played a critical role in putting together the much heralded arena deal, 
designed to spark downtown renewal, but the project is in some trouble with a major 
private backer announcing in late June that he was pulling most of his investment out. 
Arena backers are frantically seeking new private capital to ensure the arena is built. 


Mayor Murray’s supporters say he has done his best to breathe some life into the 
downtown and has worked hard to preserve many historic buildings. They also point to 
him keeping his election promise to lower property taxes by two percent a year and to 
his enthusiastic support of tri-partite government schemes to improve inner city housing 
and reduce inner city unemployment. All of this is true. 


Murray has also been active in persuading the provincial government that education 
should be funded directly by the province and not through a levy on homeowners. His 
complaint was that, as he cut property taxes, final bills increased because school boards 
kept raising the educational levy. Citizens then blamed the mayor for rising bills, even 
though he had nothing to do with them. 


Despite his accomplishments in office, the mayor has plenty of business critics, and 
even a few in the GLBT community itself. Some in the latter camp feel he exploited his 
orientation to get their votes, then actually did very little to advance their causes. In the 
latest issue of Swerve, the GLBT monthly newspaper, managing editor Richard Wood 
wrote: “There are people in the glbt [sic] community who feel that the mayor has been 
neglecting us since he became mayor, like the friend who makes it into the big leagues and 
then never returns our calls. | confess I’ve felt that way at times during his term.” 


However, Wood does credit Murray with lowering property taxes, helping bring life 
back to downtown and tackling crime and unemployment, as well as promoting cultural 
events. He also praises Murray's brave move to hoist the rainbow flag at City Hall, ignoring 
the views of right wing religious fanatics. 


Murray has had critics on many issues, including a recycling and garbage plan which 
would have brought in $1.50 per bag charges. It was quickly dropped when someone 
pointed out that this penalized large families who create more garbage. Also controver- 
sial was a new city bylaw forbidding smoking in any place where children may be allowed, 
which includes coffee shops and all restaurants. Businessmen, already paying some of the 
highest taxes in Canada, had to watch regular business fall off as smokers abandoned 
coffee shops. Some owners banned children, but were then warned they could be charged 
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with human rights laws. Murray never mentioned a smoking ban last time he ran for office 
and smokers were not amused. Some also fear the ban may be extended to bars in the 
future, as similar laws in other Canadian cities have done. 


Murray is certainly in trouble with hotel owners. The province has so far refused to 
give the city powers to tax gasoline or hotel rooms, though they did recently pass laws 
allowing the city to spend over $30 million on red light and speed cameras, a future cash 
cow projected to raise over $57 million in five or six years. The police would like a good 
chunk of that money to hire more people. 


What annoys hotel owners are massive increases in property assessments. Since it 
can’t get money from a room tax, city bureaucrats have tried to grab an extra $10 million 
by vastly inflating the assessed value of hotels, even though business and the property 
market have seen no vast inflation in value or income. The hotel owners have gone to 
court to prevent the cash grab. Steek, with his promise of fewer business taxes, may get 
their votes, but the Chamber of Commerce may have another new candidate in mind 
(even conservative elements are unimpressed by some of Steek’s utterances). 


Steek claims Murray hasn’t been spending enough on policing and that’s why downtown 
crime is such a problem. But Steek has been classified as a “wrecker” and as fiscally impru- 
dent by those who support the current mayor, including deputy mayor Lillian Thomas who 
accuses him of compromising all Murray’s attempts to get the city’s finances in good 
order. For his part, Murray claims police budgets have risen $20 million in the past four 
years and are set to rise even higher. 


But there is undoubtedly tension between the mayor and the police chief, Jack Ewatski. 
In May, at a public function, Murray and the police chief were very publicly engaged in a 
heated argument, with Murray angrily jabbing the police chief’s chest. The incident was 
widely reported. 


Murray also has problems with the firefighters and their union is openly attacking him 
for abolishing fifty-two positions and putting lives at risk. Indeed, the firefighters’ union is 
talking of running its own candidates to defeat all councillors who supported cutbacks in 
fire service budgets. The union says it will definitely not be endorsing Murray this time. 


Critics like Steek say the safety of Winnipeggers is being compromised, while Murray 
“wasted” over $200,000 on a useless downtown street party last summer. But Steek has 
his own share of critics who say he is just on a personal vendetta against Murray because 
he removed him from a crucial position on the influential city executive policy committee. 
There is likely truth to this. 


The October contest is likely to turn quite 
vitriolic and no love will be lost between the 
two major mayoral candidates. Other candi- 
dates may also emerge in the next few weeks, 
so there is no guarantee either Murray or 
Steek will be a shoe-in. Stay tuned. W

Taking ACTion in Toronto 


By the AIDS Committee of Toronto 


It’s both a challenging and exciting time 
here at the AIDS Committee of Toronto 
(ACT). As we go to press, we have just 
launched four new HIV/AIDS campaigns for 
gay and bisexual men. But first, some 
background... 


Between 1996 and 2000, there was a 
disturbing increase in HIV rates amongst gay 
and bisexual men in Toronto.This June, 
Toronto Public Health raised concern about 
higher than normal syphilis rates among gay 
men, and ACT volunteers and staff who do 
outreach in bars and bathhouses continue to 
report a sense among gay and bisexual men 
that unsafe sex is—if not more common 
than in past years—seemingly more readily 
and openly available. Similar trends have 
been reported in other large urban gay 
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communities, such as Vancouver, San Francisco, Sydney, and London. That’s the challenging 
part. 


This is the exciting part... 


The first campaign was launched in May and has a focus on HIV testing. The campaign, 
“Do | need an HIV test?” was the product of a partnership between ACT and various 
ethno-specific AIDS organizations in Toronto (such as the Black Coalition for AIDS 
Prevention and Asian Community AIDS Services). It seeks to reach recent immigrant men 
and men who don’t identify as gay or 
bisexual but have sex with men. Available in 
eight languages, the posters and brochure 
encourage men who have not historically 
accessed HIV testing to assess their HIV risk 
and contact agencies that can provide 
further support in their first language. 


The second campaign was launched on 
June 20: Torontovibe.com—a safer place to 
party. Following on the heels of qualitative 
research conducted by ACT into drug use 
and sexual behaviour among gay and 
bisexual men in Toronto’s gay dance scene, 
Torontovibe.com is a website and safer drug é 
use campaign. Accompanied by a poster Welcome to Condom Country. 
series featuring local Toronto community Ride Safely. 
members (such as Sofonda, Rommel, Enza " 
“Supermodel” Anderson, Mr. Leatherman é 
Toronto, and Misakiu) the campaign 
highlights strategies gay men can use to reduce the harm associated with drug use and 
clubbing, while building stronger relationships with the scene. What’s most exciting for 
us is the tremendous involvement of all stakeholders in the club scene—from dealers to 
drag queens to club promoters to DJs. Check it out at www.torontovibe.com. 


The third campaign is the second phase of Welcome to Condom Country, an award 
winning campaign launched last Pride to respond to the increase in HIV rates in Toronto. 
This year, Condom Country is going urban with three new images of urban gay life—men 
riding a motorbike, men in baths, and men in a local bar. They’re sexy, intimate and 
affirming of gay men’s lives and our relationships. Look for the campaign in gay commu- 
nity venues, on the streets and in the 
subway. And—Ride Safely! 


Our fourth campaign—Make it hot! 
Make it Safer! Make it a Priority!—launches 
in July and targets gay and bisexual men in 
bathhouses who are at risk for sexually 
transmitted infections (STIs) such as gonor- 
rhoea, chlamydia and syphilis. This campaign 
also represents collaboration between five 
Toronto AIDS organizations and will be in 
eight languages. The focus of the campaign 
is sexual safety and pleasure. We want to 
encourage men to think about what they 
enjoy sexually and how to maximize their 
pleasure with other men while avoiding 
STls. The campaign includes tips on how to 
get the most pleasure out of your hands, ass, 
mouth, and dick—-safely. 


This bathhouse campaign highlights 
exciting work happening in Toronto between AIDS organizations and bathhouses. Last 
year, each Toronto bathhouse signed an agreement to support sexual health work and to 
continue to work collaboratively to improve the health and well-being of men who use 
bathhouses. The agreement improves men’s access to condoms and lube, sexual health 
information, and opens up the door for such initiatives as bathhouse staff training and 
workshops. 


These campaigns represent just some of the work ACT is involved in right now in our 
effort to be a part of improved (sexual) health for gay and bisexual men in Toronto.

Unrequited love, a duel and a tormented 
soul give Lost and Delirious all the right 
ingredients for a great Shakespearian 
tragedy. A melancholy tale unfolds after 
Mary (Mischa Barton, The Sixth Sense) is 
sent to an all-girl boarding school by her 
indifferent father and stepmother. Aptly 
nicknamed “Mouse”, Mary is a quiet 
character who says little, bottling up 
feelings of resentment toward her parents. 
Having just dealt with the death of her 
mother, boarding school only adds to her 
loneliness and emotional isolation. 


She instantly finds true friends in Paulie 
(Piper Perabo, Coyote Ugly) and Victoria 
(Jessica Pare, Stardom) but soon discovers 
that her new roommates share a bond that 
runs deeper than friendship. Mary learns 
that Paulie and Victoria are secret lovers, 


after spotting them locked in a deep kiss 
on the roof and later in bed together 
during one particularly steamy sequence. 


Mary accepts the relationship between 
the two girls but problems erupt when 
Victoria's younger sister and teenybopper 
friends burst into the dorm-room catching 
Victoria and Paulie lying naked together 
beneath the sheets. Victoria grows fearful 
of what her younger sibling will say to her 
conservative parents who are unaware of 
their eldest daughter’s sexuality and would 
surely disown her if they ever found out. 
When later confronted,Victoria denies the 
affair telling her sister that Paulie snuck 
into her bed while she was asleep. 


Rumours soon fly around the school. 
Victoria becomes fearful for her reputation 
and distances herself from Paulie, rejecting 
her advances. She later dates and sleeps 
with a boy to dispel rumours of a lesbian 
relationship leaving Paulie hopelessly 
devastated and obsessed. Heartbroken, 
Paulie embarks on a quest to win back her 
maiden’s hand challenging Victoria’s new 
suitor Jake (Luke Kirby) to a duel. 


Throughout the film, Mary remains a 
loyal friend to Paulie even in the face of 
speculation involving her own sexuality. 
This film addresses the struggle of gay 
teenage love and the pressure to conform 
within an intolerant society. 


Based on the Susan Swan’s 1963 novel, 
The Wives of Bath, Lost and Delirious features 
excellent performances from a superb cast 
including veterans Jackie Burroughs, Mimi 
Kuzyk and Graham Greene, making this 
Canadian drama one hundred minutes of 
substantial viewing. W

Top Court to rule on 
kids’ books

James Chamberlain didn’t show up for the biggest battle of his life. 


The school teacher was at home in British Columbia June |2 as the Supreme Court of 
Canada heard arguments in his groundbreaking battle with the Surrey school board over 
three children’s books.At issue is whether the concept of same-sex parents is appropriate 
for kindergarten and Grade | students.While one side sees this as an issue of acceptance 
and respect, the other side says it’s an intrusion on an area of personal morality. 


The books—Belinda’s Bouquet, Asha’s Mums, and One Dad, Two Dads, Brown Dads, Blue 
Dads—were banned by the Surrey school district in 1997 after Chamberlain tried to get 
them approved for use in his classroom. His simple request sparked a battle that’s dragged 
on for five years and attracted national attention. 


Why didn’t Chamberlain show up when his case was making history? 


“| couldn’t afford to go there. | spent the day dealing with media here in Vancouver, and 
took a day off without pay in order to do that. The litigants are over $200,000 in debt at 
this point, so flying to Ottawa was not an option,” he explains. Instead, the school teacher 
rose at 3:10 a.m., had a light breakfast of cereal and toast, and was doing his first televi- 
sion interview by 4:45. He spent fourteen hours before the microphones that day, also 
finding time to take phone calls, answer e-mails and squeeze in a visit from his parents. 


“My family lives in Abbotsford, and it’s a religious community...they were concerned 
about what their friends and neighbours would think, initially. Over the years, they have 
become very supportive of the case,” he says. 


It’s a case Chamberlain hoped would never go this far. “I never thought it would 
actually go to the Supreme Court of Canada;| hoped that the school board would have 
resolved it at a lower level. We won outright [initially] and | had a naive hope at that time 
that the school board would just go by that ruling. Of course, they chose to push it 
higher,” he says. 


The showdown follows an earlier ruling 
by the B.C. Court of Appeals, which failed to 
resolve the issue. In something of a compro- 
mise that seemed to satisfy no one, the B.C. 
court ruled the books could not be used as 
part of the regular curriculum.

However, it added, the texts could be 
maintained as library resources for children 
of same-sex parents in the district. The 
trustees of School District 36 have a less 
than impressive record in dealing with gay 
and lesbian issues. The board’s Enver Creek 
secondary school was where fourteen-year- 
old Hamid Nastoh suffered the bullying and 
abuse that led to his suicide in March of 
2000. Ironically, an outreach program that 
promotes tolerance among students has 
never had a chance to visit Nastoh’s former 
school: the program, like the books, has 
been effectively banned.

“We're in every other school district in 
the Lower Mainland, but we don’t have 
access through the Surrey school board,” 
says Jennifer Horgos, co-ordinator of the 
Youth Services Program. Surrey has also 
resisted the concept of gay-straight alliances 
in its schools.

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Although Chamberlain sees a degree of 
fear and ignorance among some in Surrey, he 
describes the average citizen as very fair- 
minded. “I’ve taught in seven different 
schools in Surrey and the families have been 
overwhelmingly supportive from school to 
school to school,” he says. “I’ve never had a 
problem, with the exception of one year

with one parent. That was the first year the book debate rose to the surface.” 


He adds that“...l've been stopped in the mall, and in the bank, and everywhere | go this 
week people are recognizing me and congratulating me on the case, [even] strangers on 


the street.” 


Such support belies the school board’s assertion that this is a case about protecting 


parental rights. 


“Twenty of twenty-two families from my classroom read the books; seventeen of them 
signed a petition...[and] made a presentation to the board in favour of the use of the 
books the night that they were banned...there were no presentations in opposition,’ he 


says. 


It’s estimated that Surrey has spent more than $880,000 on its book banning battle. 
The board’s position is backed by the Vancouver Roman Catholic Archdiocese and the 
Evangelical Fellowship, representing more than 200 conservative Christian groups. 
Chamberlain’s side also has several intervenors, including Equality for Gays And Lesbians 
Everywhere (EGALE) and both the B.C. and the Canadian civil liberties associations. 


Win or lose, Chamberlain suggests the publicity surrounding the ban may be having an 
effect opposite to what the school board intended. Other districts have no problem with 


the books. 


“Colleagues have been really, really supportive. They have invited me into their class- 
rooms ...in the last few weeks I’ve read the books to students from kindergarten to 
Grade 6, and we've had wonderful, wonderful discussions about same-sex families and 
their realities in schools, and about what the kids think about the banning of the books. 
The ban actually has had a very positive effect,” he says. 


At press time, the high court reserved judgment on the case until the fall.

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Pride... a deeper love

It is summer, and Pride is once again 
upon us. Depending on where you live, 
you will have already celebrated 
Pride...are currently celebrating 
Pride...or planning on it. 


And that’s because some _ cities 
celebrate Pride at the end of June to 
coincide with the anniversary of New 
York’s Stonewall riots. Others celebrate 
at the beginning of August, as a means of 
commemorating the day Canada decrim- 
inalized homosexuality. And then there 
are all the weekends before and in- 
between where communities across the 
country are just taking advantage of good weather. 


But no matter where or when you are celebrating Pride, we do have reason to 
celebrate. 


Take the case of the Surrey book ban, which made its way to the Supreme Court 
of Canada last month. At the centre of the case are three children’s books that depict 
the lives of same-sex families. Some teachers would like access to these books, but 
the Surrey School Board has spent the past four years fighting their inclusion onto its 
list of teaching materials. 


Two lower courts in British Columbia have already heard the case, and now the 
country’s top court must decide whether primary school students are too young to 
be taught about gay and lesbian parents. 


uie court's ruling has been reserved for a Gr date, so uEXPSCED no nie! ore for 
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a few months. But what is interesting are the statements that the justices of the 
Supreme Court made during their hearing of this case. 


When school board lawyer John Dives argued that the books were inculcating 
children to a certain view about same-sex families, Justice lan Binnie piped in with, 
"Sure. Tolerance. It’s tolerance, it’s not proselytizing. What’s the problem?" 


Justice Claire L'Heureux-Dube, addressing the argument that the books’ depiction 
of gay/lesbian families contradicts the beliefs of some parents, stated, "Parents may 
be extremely racist, but we don’t prevent the school from teaching that racism is 
bad”. 


And in a very heated exchange, Justice Louise Arbour said it was “startling” that 
gay and lesbian families should not be viewed with the same worth and value as 
heterosexual families. 


It would be premature and misleading to draw any conclusions on this case from 
these statements. But the line of questioning that these justices used is a clear indica- 
tion that gays and lesbians are closer to realizing greater civil liberties. 


The very fact that the words “worth” and “value” were attached to the idea of 
same-sex families demonstrates that Canadians are growing more sophisticated in 
their understanding of diversity and equality. 


Even mainstream churches are beginning to question how they treat gays and 
lesbians. 


Just last month, the Anglican diocese of New Westminster voted to bless same-sex 
unions. To be fair, it should be noted that the blessings would not be equal to the 
sacrament of marriage (which the church is still reserving for heterosexuals). And it 
should also be noted that there is still opposition to these blessings. But it does mean 
that gay relationships in eighty British Columbian parishes will have a means of 
expression within the Anglican Church. 


Arguably, these unions will also have the benefit of community and spiritual 
support, the very reason why all marriage ceremonies are performed publicly and in 
front of witnesses. 


And in Quebec, the National Assembly has extended adoption and common-law 
marriage rights to gays and lesbians. This represents a huge step forward in a 
province whose Napoleonic code of laws is still heavily influenced by its Catholic 
past. 


Certainly, there are still battles to be fought, and there will always be those who 
oppose gays and lesbians. But ultimately, what we are witnessing in this country are 
steps towards greater GLBT equality. 


But the next and most profound step, still remains with the individual. Gays and 
lesbians would be nowhere if it were not for everyday people who have found the 
courage to say, “I will not be a second class citizen.” 


In the end, as these battles are fought and increasingly won, it still remains up to 
us to be honest in our everyday lives and to be proud of who we are. And that will 
mean difficult discussions. Not everyday, not every time. But full equality will never be 
achieved unless we truly express pride. 


So, whether in the public sphere or the personal sphere, we do have a reason to 
celebrate. Indeed, the GLBT community still needs to celebrate Pride. W

INTERVIEW

Thanks to the financial assistance of the Outlooks 
Millennium Community Foundation, this year, for the first 
time in the event's history, the Fairy Tales Film Festival was 
able to bring in a director of a feature film to discuss his 
work with audience members. Denis Langlois, known 
previously for L’Escorte and several short films, is a soft- 
spoken man who is clearly passionate about his work. He 
took time to sit down with Outlooks and chat about his 
latest release, Danny in the Sky, prior to its screening at this 
year’s festival. 


Outlooks: As a filmmaker, do you find you prefer playing 
to a niche audience at a film festival like this one rather 
than doing the big “Steven-Spielberg-major-release” thing? 


Langlois: Well, whether it’s Spielberg or 
me, | think you want your film to be seen 
by as many people as possible. This film 
was already commercially released in 
: Quebec in twelve theatres—which is huge 
for a small film like this. We were very happy about that. [Laughs] It didn’t do that 
well, though, because it didn't have big stars or a big distributor behind it—there was 
not that much of a budget for publicity. To have contact with the audience at festivals 
is great because you get direct feedback, and that’s always a plus. 


Danny in the Sky

Outlooks: You played the Toronto Lesbian and Gay Film Festival as well—how was 
it received there? 


Langlois: Oh, it was sold out. It was the first time it played in a gay film festival and 
it was interesting because the main character is not gay. Almost everything around him 
is [Laughs], kind of. The sensibility is definitely gay, but we still wondered how it would 
be received in Toronto. Everybody ‘got’ everything in the same way, though, so that’s 
great. It’s a weird film. 


Outlooks: How so? 


Langlois: Well, for marketing purposes it’s too gay for a straight audience and too 
straight for a gay audience! [Laughs] Once the people go see it, though, they don’t 
care; they do enjoy it. Many of the DJs and musicians we worked with were straight, 
but they got the gay sensibility. They understood completely the idea of how guys 
today are obsessed with taking care of their bodies and appearance—it’s part of 
mainstream culture now and not just gay anymore. The gay sensibility has spread out 
into the straight population: straight guys nowadays are very aware of their body image 
and the effect it house on others. It is now a factor of “competitiveness” as anything 
else. There’s a crossover in this film, but as far as marketing goes, it’s maybe not far 
enough! 


Outlooks: Well, there’s certainly a buzz at this event because of the boy on the 
poster! 

Langlois: Yeah, but he’s kissing a girl! 
[Laughs] 

Outlooks: Oh, we'll let it slide! It’s like male models or movie stars: you know 
they’re straight but they still have incredible allure. 


[Laughs] What is this film doing here?! 


Langlois: That’s why we wanted him to be straight, to show that it has evolved in 
that way. The film is about beauty and because he’s a model in the film, we had to 
choose the right guy. The audience doesn’t mind [Laughs] but the critics go berserk! 
They think that the film has no value or meaning because we’re showing someone 
beautiful. It’s automatic. Those critics are either older or really stuffy—they think that 
a film that reaches the public is automatically superficial. We did that on purpose; we 
wanted the film to be entertaining and still provoke thought in the viewers. 


Outlooks: As a filmmaker, what are the major themes that you want to get across 
to an audience. What is your sensibility? 


Langlois: | could say that with the films that I’ve done before, like Ma Vie [a short] 
and L’Escorte [a feature], they always kind of dealt with family and friendship and the 
search for love. How people can hurt each other even though the love each other. In 
this film, Danny has to look at himself and ask why he is following in his mother’s 
footsteps, why is he running away from his father. His father is gay but cannot show 
affection for his son. We really had fun doing the reverse of the cliché, to point out 
that men have difficulty showing affection no matter what their sexual orientation. 


Outlooks: So orientation is a part of it for you? 


Langlois: That gay sensibility 
is very important to me—even 
if | tried to make a more 
mainstream film with more 
funding, | could still never get 
away from the gay sensibility. 
The next film | want to tackle is 
based on an actual event that 
happened in Montreal in 1998, a 
guy who lost his memory and 
the only thing he _ could 
remember was that he was gay! 
[Laughs] 

Outlooks: Really?! 
That’s very funny!

Langlois: They 
examined him at the 
hospital and said he had no physical trauma and there was no sign of drug use. And 
his condition went on and on. He thought maybe his name was James Brighton and 
he was from England, but he knew he was gay for sure and it had nothing to do with 
his history. He never had to question that. It says a lot about identity. Because we're 
working on the project, we found the actual person and talked to him. 


Outlooks: Are there any others on the horizon? 


Langlois: My partner Bertrand Lachance is working on a project about Bill Bissett, 
who had a publishing house in Vancouver. It deals with the whole hippy movement on 
the West Coast in ‘69 and ‘70—which was very avant-garde—and Bill Bissett was kind 
of the Jim Morrison of poetry in Canada at the time. The fact that he fell in love with 
a young man from Quebec changed the whole dynamic of the group around Bissett. 
He was kind of pushed aside by the art world at the time. The freethinkers turned 
against him and there was discrimination in the very “open” hippy movement. So that’s 
another one we're working on. 


Outlooks: Is working on non-fiction more constricting or liberating for you? 


Langlois: It’s actually very interesting because you don’t have to wonder if your 
story is right, because the story is already there. You can actually fill each scene with 
your touches because you don't have to worry as much about storyline and charac- 
ters. It’s the same process as fiction but you don’t always have to wonder if you’re 
going in the right direction. It’s also hard to find the right ending when you're writing 
“from zero”. 


Outlooks: Is there anything else about Danny in the Sky you'd like to share? 


Langlois: Well, ask the Uptown if they want to program it eventually! [Laughs] For 
some sideline info, the music was nominated for a Prix Genie, which is part of the 
Genies. A lot of the actors in the film hadn't done big roles before or were models; 
we did that on purpose so the acting would be more natural. The actor who played 
Danny was eighteen when he started modelling and shot the film with us when he was 
nineteen. Since Danny in the Sky finished, Thierry Pepin has been very successful as a 
model; he signed a huge contract with Ralph Lauren for Romance perfume for men. | 
think being in the film really helped to boost his confidence! W

THE MARTIAN CHILD 
Written by: David Gerrold 
a Tom Doherty Associates Book 


Before | go too far into this review let 
me make one thing clear: | am not a fan of 


children. Oh, sure, | can recognize and even 
appreciate some of their more appealing 
qualities—innocence, honesty, inquisitive- 
ness—but try as | might, | cannot get past 
some of their more irritating traits in order 
to call myself a “fan”. 


Author David Gerrold’s latest release 
figures children prominently—or, at least, 
one specific child: his own. The Martian 
Child is a chronicle of Gerrold’s foray into 
fatherhood, from his first photographic 
“meeting” with the troubled young Dennis 
to full-blown parenting. It is a journey that 
many would not make, given the fact that 
Gerrold’s selected charge was considered 
unadoptable; as a gay man, it is a miracle 
that he was even able to qualify for the task, 
however difficult the young castaway was 
said to be. But qualify he did, and the tale 
the author tells of the experience is both 
inspiring and entertaining. 

The book's title, though cute, is not 
quirky-cute or calculated-cute; rather, it is 
drawn from real-life and the fact that 
Gerrold’s adopted son believed himself to 
be a Martian. (This is particularly appro- 
priate given the fact that the author 
worked on the original Star Trek series and 
penned the now-legendary episode, “The 
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Trouble with Tribbles”.) Aside from his 
imagined Martian roots, the young Dennis 
also happened to suffer (and generously 
share that suffering) from Attention Deficit 
Hyperactivity Disorder and was classified 
as “unplaceable” in the social services 
registries. This element is of particular 
interest, especially in light of the successes 
that a gay couple from Florida, recently 
profiled by Barbara Walters, had with 
“unwanted” adoptive children living with 
pediatric AIDS. That said, is The Martian 
Child a textbook for success in the raising 
of troubled children? No. A nightmare 
account of such a task? Again: no. The 
Martian Child is really just a nice little story 
about a single gay dad (another societal 
example of an “unplaceable” in the 
adoption world) trying to do the best for 
his son, an outcast that few, if any, truly 
cared about. 


The tone of the book is sweet—but not 
in a sickly way, more in an appetizing one, 
and David Gerrold’s affection for his son, 
even under the most difficult circum- 
stances, is evident throughout. At times, the 
author’s refusal to dwell on the absolute 
negatives of some situations compromises 
the reader’s understanding of how truly 
impressive his accomplishment was. 
However, it must also be understood that 
he is recollecting the events of their life 
together through filters of hindsight and 
love—not something one could or should 
begrudge a proud and successful adoptive 
father. 


From the first few pages, Gerrold draws 
the reader in to share (very generously, | 
might add) in his triumphs and reflect on his 
failures, letting perfect strangers know what 
it was like to live in his world, the one he 
opened up and shared with a troubled 
eight-year-old boy. 


Gerrold’s strength as a writer—and 
perhaps as a parent, too—lies in the fact 
that he can be both gentle and direct, 
without compromise to either quality, in 
getting a point across. This is particularly 
true in the passages where he reveals his 
own doubts and insecurities about adopting 
such a handful of a boy. When it seems that 
all has been lost, the author retreats into a 
science-fiction world of his own making and 
discusses the situation with a talking 
computer named Harlie. As a device, this is 
initially jarring to the reader, but soon 
proves to be an absolute representation of 
Gerrold’s mental state and sense of anxiety 
at the time. It is also very, very effective. 


The Martian Child is a quick read and, as 
mentioned earlier, an enjoyable one. It is 
frequently funny, occasionally sad and 
always very engaging. That a book about a 
difficult child could hold my interest is 
nothing short of a miracle, as my patience 
for such subjects is limited at the best of 
times. That David Gerrold could endear a 
kid—his kid, any kid—to me is a testament 
to his skill as both a writer and a proud 
parent. Be sure to pick this one up for the 
beach or the bedside. W

The sky is blue, the sun is bright and the 
fragrance of blossoming trees is in the air. 
It's the perfect setting for Lindsay Jane's new 
release Starting Today. Folksy and comfort- 
able, this debut CD is a splendid introduc- 
tion for the up-and-coming Calgary-based 
artist, possessing the kind of self-assurance 
and personality that even seasoned artists 
ought not take for granted. With Jane, it's as 
easy—and distinctive—as a signature. 


Musically, this collection of songs 
showcases all of Jane's strengths and few of 
her weaknesses, and the material she's 
chosen takes her from the softest whisper 
to “belt-outs” that make Liza Minnelli look 
like she's been lip-synching her entire career 
(the latter is particularly true on the CD's 
second song, Let Go). There is a rawness 
and honesty to this artist's voice—a 
welcome surprise in an industry that relies 
all too heavily = on electronic

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Six degrees of Shinn

It’s referred to by scientists as “small world theory” but most people know it as “six 
degrees of separation”. From Whoopi Goldberg and Erin Brockovich, through the 
Carol(e)’s—both Pope and Burnett—and the J’s—Jann Arden, Julie Andrews and Joan 
Rivers, six degrees of separation is activated through Stephen Shinn. 


At thirty-two years of age, Shinn is a hot commodity in Canada. Vice president of 
programming for RCB Entertainment Limited and producer extraordinaire his accom- 
plishments over the last ten years are, without a doubt, impressive. 


Raised in Calgary, Shinn from a young age seemed destined for the entertainment biz. 
While singing in a Music Festival at the Banff Center for Performing Arts, he wowed the 
panel of judges and through the prompting of a special teacher was encouraged to study 
music and vocal performance at Western University in Ontario. 


His stalwart father suggested he use the schooling to become an educator. It was the 
safer path but Shinn soon discovered he had a voice that merited attention. One of two 
people selected to audition for the vocal performance program, he was accepted and 
educator became performer. 


While completing University, Shinn began working for Orchestra London Canada. He 
started in the box office and quickly moved up to a special events position, gaining first 
hand knowledge of operations in an arts organization. Upon graduation Shinn, still 
working for the orchestra, was presented with a golden opportunity. The manager of

coordinated Interiors, one of 


the largest fundraisers ever put on by a major Canadian orchestra. 


His arrival in Toronto was borne on the voice of Cecilia Bartoli. Enamored with her, 
he arrived to see a live performance and in turn became enamored with Toronto. His 
two recitals while at Western had garnered some attention and there was talk of him 
studying at the Toronto Opera School. In September of ‘93, Shinn moved to Toronto. 
Within a month, he was studying part time at the school and had landed a job as Events 
Coordinator for Roy Thomson Hall and Massey Hall. As fate would have it, Roy Thomson 
connected him to Cecilia and they became good friends. 


It was during this period that Orchestra London invited him to perform as guest artist. 
Shinn loved singing but he realized that he equally loved producing and orchestrating 
events. He left Roy Thomson to do his “own gig” coordinating special events and promo- 
tions including Stomp, Benson & Hedges’ Symphony of Fire, a season with the Toronto 
Film Festival and modelling. Shinn is sweet on the eyes! 


Freelancing led to a job as associate producer at RCB Entertainment. At the time RCB 
was producing Unique Lives and Experiences, a successful North American lecture series by 
women who lead notable lives. Shinn’s Midas touch is readily apparent at RCB. Unique 
Lives has almost doubled its venues since Shinn began and, through his vision, the Vagina 
Monologues arrived in Canada. 


Shinn speaks highly of Eve Ensler the playwright. When asked what it was that first 
attracted him to the Vagina’s, he replies that it was “...entertaining and inspirational with 
a philanthropic foundation, but what largely touched me was that Ensler brought aware- 
ness to a cause that was greatly in need.” He is referring of course to the plight of women 
in Afghanistan and around the world. 


It was during the show's first Canadian run that Shinn was promoted to Vice President 
of Programming at RCB. Part of his success is due to the amazing rapport he has with 
people. Shinn has a charismatic personality, a gift largely inherited from his equally charis- 
matic mother. Success is also largely due to the respect and integrity with which he 
handles all of his relationships. No matter how busy his schedule he always manages to 
find the time. 


With his cumulative job experience Shinn has had the opportunity to work with an 
enormous range of talent, largely female. From Maya Angelou to Margaret Thatcher and 
back home again to funny Canadian comic Maggie Cassella, it’s a diverse palette. With 
talent culled from opposite ends of the spectrum, friends knowingly refer to them as 
“daddy’s girls,” a nickname he acquired somewhere along the route. He is rather like 
Charlie’s Angels’ Bosley, with an extra dollop of glamour thrown in. Of the many relation- 
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ships he’s formed, many have become friends and many stay in touch on a regular basis. 
A prime example is Erin Brockovich. In town recently to perform her third stint on the 
Vagina’s, she and Shinn have become fast friends. 


A Saturday night celebration after her final performance 
had them bent over a small table engrossed in conversation. 
While the rest of the attendees mingled, chatting lightly, 
amongst laughter and mega-martinis, Shinn and Brockovich 
remained glued together, lost in their own small bubble. 


The beautiful and talented Gloria Reuben of ER fame (and 
more recently The Agency on CBS) says: 
“Stephen is one of those very unique spirits 
who manages to maintain a wonderful 
balance of professionalism, joy, and integrity 
in this whirlwind of a business called show 
biz. From the first moment we met, | knew we were kindred 
souls...meant to help raise peoples’ consciousness, and have 
lots of fun doing it!”

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Canada’s worldwide 
creative Catalyst

In the mid-1990s, when Edmonton’s Catalyst Theatre moved from its former 
residence in the upscale Garneau area of Edmonton to a rather curious and unassuming 
location beside a gravel parking lot on the wrong 
side of the tracks in Old Strathcona, it didn’t seem 
like the best of moves. Sure, they were alongside 
the Yardbird Suite, the city’s main jazz club, but the 
back half of the building where the theatre was 
situated seemed lost amid the dust and gravel—an 
afterthought away from the main Fringe theatre 
scene on 83rd Avenue. 


It didn’t take long, though, for Catalyst Theatre to 
Start pronouncing its quirks and articulating an 
alternative vision of performance that would place it 
firmly against the rising tide of popular theatre in 
the city. Within a few years, a shiny grain silo 
appeared as the main entrance to the theatre space 
itself, a sort of sly wink at the perverse prairie roots 
of its artistic directors, Joey Tremblay and Jonathan 
Christenson. The annual gay and lesbian perform- 
ance festival—Loud and Queer—found a home with 
Catalyst into the late 1990s, until Tremblay and Christenson’s own dynamic, and 
constantly changing vision of what theatre could become led them to turn the festival 
over to the gay and lesbian community itself. They did this in favour of focusing more 
on their own work and pushing the limits of space, image and performance. 


And pushing the limits doesn’t begin to describe the last six years of productions that 
have crept out of the Catalyst space. Tremblay and Christenson began to abandon the 
notion of a set theatre season, with plays announced ahead of time and dates set. 
Instead, audiences were continually caught off guard—not just for when plays might 
appear, but with what was experienced when they did. The Abundance Trilogy, for 
example, totally reconfigured the theatre space itself, moving the audience through six 
or seven different small, enclosed spaces. All of those spaces were occupied by brief 
passion plays, sort of Beckett-esque tales ranging from the grotesque to the whacked- 
out, from the sentimental to the obscene. 


Season after season, Catalyst continued to produce the most innovative theatre 
anywhere—from Tremblay’s terrific one man shows like Elephant Wake and My Perfect 
Heaven, to the visually arresting and brilliantly staged Songs for Sinners and The House of 
Pootsie Plunkett—the company provoked and disturbed its audiences, at least when they 
bothered to show up. There were times when | sat through plays that had no more 
than ten or twelve people in the attendance. It was precisely after one such play (Songs 
for Sinners) that | remained—dazzled—outside the theatre, and was approached by an 
equally amazed Edmonton fixture, author Myrna Kostash, who sat down beside me on 
the grass beside that gravel lot and pronounced: 


_ “I’ve never seen anything that good. Nothing. Not in New York. Not in Toronto. I’ve 
never seen anything like it.” 


Perhaps it was inevitable, then, that Tremblay and Christenson’s talents would find a 
wider audience. In an interview with Tremblay | did for Outlooks back in 1998, he spoke 
about his one-man show—Elephant Wake—and its reception at the Edinburgh Fringe 
Festival. That play, and a second one called The House of Pootsie Plunkett that he took 
two years later to the same festival, were enormous critical and popular successes, and 
received “Fringe First” Awards from the Edinburgh media. 


The reputation of the company has risen to such an extent overseas that the latest 
offering, a musical called The Blue Orphan, has been invited for an eleven-day run from 
August | 3-24 at the Traverse Theatre in Edinburgh. This is one of the most sought-after 
venues at the Edinburgh Fringe. As artistic producer Heather Redfern notes, the 
Traverse Theatre is one of the most plum venues in Edinburgh, where plays compete 
for the grottiest of spaces, let alone a real theatre. 


_ “The Traverse likes to showcase new work there,” Redfern says, “They're very good 
about taking chances, and they’re definitely stretching with us.” 


_ Asecond, four-day run is also on the books for the Tron Theatre in Glasgow (August 
27-31). 


What does one make of The Blue Orphan which had its early workshopping done in 


Edmonton last year, and completed a preliminary ten-day run in Edmonton in early 
June? Music and soundscapes have always played a pivotal role in Tremblay and 
Christenson’s work, but a full-fledged musical marks new territory—Catalyst could 
even be accused of going popular. 


Hardly likely. As with almost all 
Tremblay/Christenson productions, 
the playwrights walk a very thin line 
between the clichés of the genre, and 
constantly undermine the expecta- 
tions that arise with those clichés. 
Catalyst plays never quite seem to be 
set anywhere—or about anyone very 
specific. If there is a single tradition 
they draw from more than any other, 
it has to be the centuries-old mystery 
and miracle plays that the church used to use to teach the Bible and its stories to an 
illiterate audience. Except that now, the biblically moral seems a bit more slippery and 
hard to grasp than it did eight hundred years ago. Catalyst’s characters are almost 
inhuman—they mutter what we expect, and seem very familiar, but then at the last 
moment they experience the most extraordinary insight, or behave in the most incred- 
ible ways, drawing the audience into full participation in the mystery of what’s going on. 


Taking Catalyst plays literally can sometimes be problematic-in a recent interview 
with the Edmonton Journal, Tremblay noted that some audience members and media 
people in Scotland found The House of Pootsie Plunkett exotic because they thought 
there really were houses made of ice on the Canadian prairie! 


The Blue Orphan tells several different stories of people living in a mill town that is 
miraculously destroyed one afternoon by a terrible storm. The story begins after the 
storm has occurred, but goes back in time to examine the lives of those who survived 
and those who didn’t. As the characters’ lives intertwine and unravel, who is living and 
who is not begins to become blurred, and the secret connecting them all is revealed. 


The Edmonton production of The Blue Orphan was visually, musically and emotionally 
stunning. Sheri Sommerville, an actress and singer who regularly appears in Stewart 
Lemoine’s productions in Edmonton, has never shown the extraordinary breadth of 
vocals that she does in this production. She must be responding to the musical material 
that was written by Christenson, which is melodious, beautiful, understated and 
demanding. The entire cast—which includes both 
Tremblay and Christenson in pivotal roles—rises to 
the material. And the cast is large-unlike many 
theatre companies in Canada who will not even 
entertain casts larger than four or five actors for 
financial reasons, Catalyst is shipping the entire 
nine-member Blue Orphan cast to Scotland for the 
run. 


On the opening night in Edmonton, the artistic 
director of the Traverse Theatre flew to the city to 
see the production. He left impressed by what he 
saw, and delighted with what is sure to be another 
popular run of a demanding, original Canadian play 
overseas. At present, there are no more Canadian 
dates planned for The Blue Orphan. Heather 
Redfern hopes a tour can be planned for the 2003-

NALD CURRIES 


SEX & MAYHEM PART | 
By: Donald Currie

When | was growing up, one of my 
family’s Christmas traditions was listening 
to an audio recording of A Child’s 
Christmas in Wales. Many versions of this 
tale exist (including a very fine one by 
Richard Burton), but the best remains the 
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Little Sister’s Book & Art Emporium 
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www.lsisters.com 


one by Dylan Thomas, who recounts with 
absolute authority what it was like to be a 
child, in Wales, at Christmastime. Then 
again, he should have been intimately 
acquainted with the material: he wrote 
the story after living it himself. 


Writing and sharing one’s work is 
tricky business; true, familiarity with 
material can be of great benefit to the 
storyteller. However, it can also serve to 
cloud and confound what really is a rather 
impressive effort when experienced at 
arm’s length. Donald Currie’s recording 
of Sex and Mayhem Part | falls into the 
latter category, an obvious disadvantage 
for both creator and audience. 


Billed as “...a funky tsunami of words in 
music... guaranteed to make you giggle, 
gasp and even blubber a bit” and “rated R 
for racy, ribald and really funny,’ Currie’s 
work promises a larger payoff for the 
listener than it can realistically deliver, 
given the performance skills of the author. 
It is, without question, an exercise in 
disappointment. 


In fairness to Currie, much of Sex and 
Mayhem’s script is well crafted, and his 
lyrical sense of wordplay is admirable. 


That he can write is never in question; 
what is in question, however, is the 
wisdom of the writer allowing himself to 
perform his own work. Rather than 
letting the material speak the listener on 
its own terms (and, in turn, inspire recog- 
nition and amusement in that listener) 
Currie forces it through a bullhorn of 
over-the-top vocal acrobatics and strained 
theatrics. He delivers the material (much 
of which has earned a spot in the 
pantheon of gay clichées: showtunes, high 
school drama clubs and old Hollywood 
movies) as if anticipating his audience in 
stitches of laughter from the get-go. In 
essence, he’s playing the whole thing for 
laughs alone, one of the unmistakable 
hallmarks of self-indulgence in the 
performing arts. It’s rather like listening 
to a tired drag queen who’s gotten hold of 
a mic and unwisely refuses to shut up and 
let it go. And really, there is nothing 
worse than listing to someone who thinks 
they’re hipper and funnier than they really 
are carry on unchecked. 


In the case of Sex and Mayhem Part |, it 
is Currie’s performance that sabotages 
the project; he recounts his tale in an 
unnecessarily hyper fashion, a vaudevillian 
warble that suggests greater hilarity than 
the material could possibly produce. This 
is also the kind of show that relies heavily 
on the intimacy of live performance in 
order to succeed on some level. Even 
with the clarity of the CD recording, Sex 
and Mayhem comes off as flat and too 
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“contained”’—not the sort of dynamic 
“interaction” one would desire or expect 
in what is essentially a comic monologue. 
One gets the impression that Mr. Currie is 
one of those people who refers to groups 
of people as “people!” and the sort who 
offers that he is “not a happy camper” 
when things don’t go_ his 
Unfortunately, for listener and Currie 
alike, Sex and Mayhem Part | is one of 
those things. It takes a rare talent to both 
write and perform work effectively. As a 
writer, Donald Currie is a talent, but not 
one so rare that he can get away with this 
particular piece. Sex and Mayhem Part ! 
earns an‘E’ for effort on Currie’s part; it’s 
up to you whether or not, as a listener, 
you want to make one yourself. W

TELEVISION REVIEW

Teena/Teena Brandon 


Is there anyone in our community who 
hasn't heard of Brandon Teena? Is there 
anyone who hasn’t seen Boys Don’t Cry, the 
film that won an Academy Award for the 
Hillary Swank’s portrayal of rape and 
murder victim Brandon Teena? 


Perhaps a few people fit into the first 
category. Too many fit into the second. | 
personally know of several who claim to 
have seen the film, but are hard-pressed to 
recall any details. 


Brandon Teena became a banner of 
outrage in the GLBT community, even 
before Matthew Shepard became the most 
famous victim of fatal gay bashing. Unlike 
Matthew, Brandon Teena was no preppy 
poster child for gay men. Brandon Teena 
was complicated. Brandon Teena was 
damaged goods. Brandon Teena was hard to 
love. 


For those of you who haven’t heard the 
name before (and those who claim more 
knowledge than you actually have), The 
Brandon Teena Story is going to show you 
the ugly side of both the straight and gay 
reality of Middle America. 


First, let's have a bare-bones history 
lesson. In the beginning, there was a twenty- 
one-year-old woman who lived in 
Nebraska. Her name was Tenna Ray 
Brandon. Life in Nebraska is tough. There’s 
little hope of advancement beyond farming, 
low-paid menial work or a life on welfare. 


In a world where country seems to have 
made everyone crazy, Tenna grew up with a 
dirty little secret. Tenna was physically a 
woman; but in every other way, wanted to 
be a man. 


Role models? Not a_ chance. 
Understanding and support? She lived 
among people who confess here that 
they’ve never even heard of a strap-on, let 
alone a transgendered person. 


So when it comes to self-awareness and 
self-esteem, there wasn’t much hope for 
Tenna Ray Brandon. Life consisted of a 


constant yearning, a constant unsettled 
belief that something was wrong with her, 
and a constant need for love and accept- 
ance. 


Tenna’s life evolved into forgery and 
petty theft; seemingly always in pursuit of 
love and acceptance. Like so many of us 
who at one point struggle with our sexual 
identity, Teena eventually understood she 
was a man in a woman’s body. 


Brandon Teena was born. 


As a slightly built but overall handsome 

teenage boy, Brandon had the life Teena 

had always dreamed about. Brandon 

could date girls—and he did. Brandon 

could hang out with the boys—and he 
did. Most of all, Brandon found acceptance 
both from others, and from himself. 


Unfortunately, Brandon was still physi- 
cally a woman. And when that was discov- 
ered, the true, ugly hatred of Middle 
America reared up. Brandon Teena was 
raped and beaten. 


And when he reported the crime, 
Brandon Teena was first victimized by a 
system that couldn’t understand the 
concept of transgender—and had little 
regard for rape victims of any stripe. 

Reporting the crime led to Brandon 
Teena being shot dead, along with his 
girlfriend and a young black friend who 
happened to be in the wrong place. 


Boys Don’t Cry was an effective and 
eventually beautiful portrayal of the 
torment of Brandon Teena and his struggle 
for sexual identity. 


The Brandon Teena Story is the flip-side of 
that tale. This is no sympathetic portrayal of 
a confused and doomed young person. This 
is the gritty, all-too-honest truth about the 
people involved in Brandon’ life. 


The documentary shows the girlfriends, 
who often continued to love Brandon as a 
boy, for understanding them as people. 


Sure, he continued to forge and steal in 
order to give them material goods they 
wanted. But even that was forgiven in most 
cases. 


We also meet Brandon’s mother, who 
seems lost in world she never imagined 
existed. 


We meet Brandon’s killers, two of the 
most disturbing men possible. Nebraska 
seems virtually one massive trailer park, 
punctuated by stretches of meaningless 
isolation. 


The people in the film, by and large, seem 
like uneducated genetic failures. It would be 
easy to dismiss as cliché any description of 
them as slack-jawed backwoods yokels, if 
only | hadn’t run out of fingers to count the 
number who actually let their jaws hang 
loose, and who lived in the backwoods or 
crumbling farmhouses. Here were two men 
who thought nothing of reacting to 
Brandon Teena being physically a woman, by 
beating and raping her. Worse yet, here 
were police and prosecutors who thought 
nothing of reacting to the rape of a woman 
as somehow her fault. 


Listening to the actual tape of the police 
interrogating Brandon Teena about why she 


would pretend to be a boy (instead of 
simply dealing with the rape allegation), is 
just as chilling as the description of the fatal 
shooting. 


Worse still, it’s followed by the same 
police officer recounting the case and 
insisting there was nothing wrong with 
dragging Brandon’s gender identity into the 
reasoning for the rape. 


I’m always loath to recommend a film or 
documentary as ‘important’ for our 
community to watch. | know my reaction 
would be that anything good for me must 
be boring or self-important. But here is 
one show | have no hesitation in recom- 
mending as important viewing. 

For anyone who thinks Pride is just an 
excuse for a parade, for anyone who thinks 
it's no big deal that school kids use the 
word “gay” as a synonym for “stupid”, here 
is a film which shows we aren’t so far 
removed from the ugly reality of persecu- 
tion and even murder of gays. 


Watch this documentary, remember 
Brandon Teena was a real person, and know 
that bigotry and hatred still lie beneath the 
surface. W 
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You were all primped for a night out 
with friends and looking your best. The 
hair, the cologne, the outfit—every- 
thing was perfect. As you headed to 
the front door, the hall mirror 
confirmed what you knew what you 
knew to be true: you looked great, 
the perfect image of a young adult 
ready for a good time! 


“Are you wearing clean under- 
wear?” came your mother’s voice 
from somewhere in the house, “You 
never know when you're going to be in 
an accident!” Your eyes rolled in your head 
as you gave the automatic response, “Yes 
mom... I’m wearing clean underwear!” It was 
second only to “I told you to go before we left!” in mom’s repertoire of 
gentle “nags”. In the back of your mind you laughed it off as silly and ridicu- 
lous, a reaction that became second nature for anyone with a mother who 
cared so deeply about the state of their children’s drawers! 


Fast forward to March twenty-five years later: while driving to a social 
event | was involved in a car accident.

Psychology tells us that colourful symbols and patterns can significantly influence 
our emotional state. Each person has various types of feelings attached to countless 
visual stimuli and symbols have been used for thousands of years as a means to 
visually identify a particular group, organization 
or cause. In today’s advertisement-rich 
environment, the need to create a successfully 
intense symbol has become more important 
than ever. The gay and lesbian community is no 
exception. There are several symbols, which 
exist to represent the community, and most of 
us are familiar with some of them—such as the 
rainbow flag and the pink triangle. But why do 
we identify with these symbols and how did 
they come to represent the diversity of the gay and lesbian community? 


Perhaps the most widely recognized symbol of the gay and lesbian community is 
the rainbow flag. According to historians, rainbows were used in myths involving 
sexuality in Greek, African, and Native American cultures. The first rainbow flag was 
handmade in 1978 by Gilbert Baker for the San Francisco Gay and Lesbian Freedom 
Day Parade. Baker wanted the flag to provide a common symbol for those who were 
fighting for equality. It also commemorated the dedication of city supervisor Harvey 
Milk who was brutally assassinated earlier 
that year. Originally, there were eight 
colours in the flag: pink, red, orange, 
yellow, green, turquoise, indigo and violet. 
The following year, parade organizers 
wanted to mass produce the flag, but 
some of the original colours were not 
commercially available. As a result, pink 
and turquoise were removed and royal 
blue replaced indigo. This six-color 
version is used today and is generally 
recognized as a defining symbol of the gay 
community. Many people see the flag’s 
vibrant colours as a representation of the 
extensive diversity that exists within the 
gay community. However, the colorful 
rainbow pattern is not just for flags—it 
has become incorporated into a wide 
variety of objects including shirts, chains, 
wind chimes and even bumper stickers. 
There is also a variation of the rainbow 
pattern which includes a black stripe at 
the bottom. The stripe represents those 
who have been claimed by the AIDS 
epidemic. It has been proposed that once 
a cure for AIDS is discovered, the black 
stripe should be removed from all of 
these flags. 
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One of the most controversial symbols 
of the gay and lesbian community is the 
pink triangle. The symbol originated in 
Nazi Germany at the time of World War 
Il. Prisoners held in concentration camps 
were required to wear symbols on their 
arms designating the type of offense they 
had committed. An inverted pink triangle 
was assigned to gay males, [and a black 
one to lesbians]. After the war, the 
symbol was frequently used to represent 
various gay-related causes, such as when 
the group ACT-UP protested the govern- 
ment’s lack of action in response to the 
AIDS crisis. The debate ensues over 
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whether a symbol forced upon homosexuals during a horrific 
period in history is appropriate to represent the community. 
Opponents of the symbol see the pink triangle as a painful 
reminder of a period of passive repression and relentless 
persecution, while supporters believe the symbol serves as a 
reminder of the deleterious past and ensures that another 
Holocaust will never occur. 


Another symbol used to represent gays and lesbians is the 
Greek letter lambda. Nobody is completely certain as to why the symbol represents 
the gay community, although several theories abound. Some speculate that the 
lambda represents the word “liberation” in Greek. Additionally, lambdas are used in 
physics to represent energy and wavelength, and others believe that this is the reason 
why it was selected. Whatever the reason, the lambda symbol was officially adopted 
in 1974 by the Gay Rights Congress to represent the gay 
movement after being used for several years by gay activist 
groups in New York and Los Angeles. 


The gay community has several unique symbols, which repre- 
sent our unique diversity and the struggle for equality. But in 
this world of intense imagery, do existing gay symbols make the 
grade or should a new symbol be created? What emotions do 
these symbols stir up in you?

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Part Il: The Carousel 
continues to turn

In part one of this story, Jack and RB related the 
story of the formation of both the Scarth Street 
Society and the Club Carousel, Calgary’s first 
club for both lesbians and gay men began. 
From the Society, which was committed to 
raising funds for charity, grew the Imperial 
Court of the Chinook Arch, an organization 
that to this day remains staunchly committed 
to raising funds for worthwhile causes in the 
Calgary community at large. 


RB: One long weekend, for a change of 
scene, a group of friends hopped in the car right 
after work and made the eight-hour drive to 
Spokane, in an effort to get there before the bar closed 
at 2:00 am. We happened upon a drag ball, produced by the 
then-well-established “court” system. There was no such thing in Calgary at the time. The 
ball in Spokane was an eye-opener for us. The show aspect of the ball was secondary to 
meeting new friends, talking with other people...the comradery. We exchanged many 
ideas with people from other cities—leaders in their respective communities—ideas that 
we could bring home. 


Jack: Because we were a relatively new community in Calgary, where there really 
wasn’t a lot of organization as such, we got lots of ideas to introduce to our community: 
forming sports programs and other things for the community to do other than only go 
to the bar. On the way home from that weekend, we decided that it would be a neat 
thing to get started in Calgary. So we got it going, and that’s how the Imperial Court of 
the Chinook Arch was formed—in the mid-‘70s, operating under the charter of the 
Scarth Street Society. | was the first emperor and Vern Clark was the first empress. 


RB: The Society never offered money to any charity; any charitable donations were 
made of specific items. We went to great lengths to ensure that our funds did not go into 
a general account for some obscure use 


RB: In the early days, we were turned down. They didn’t want to take our donation 
because it was coming from gay people. That included the police department: we tried 
to give them a machine [TTY] that deaf and mute people could use to call in to the police 
in case of emergency. There were deaf mutes in our society, friends of ours, and they did 
the research on what was then very new technology. They presented a proposal to the 
police, but the department showed no interest whatsoever. It was technology they didn’t 
have and couldn’t implement, and non-enthusiastic about it because of where the 
proposal was coming from. Finally, push came to shove and the police acknowledged that 
yes, they had better implement the technology. Eventually, they accepted the gift. 


Jack: The same thing happened with the Children’s Hospital—we tried to buy wheel- 
chairs for the hospital, but they didn’t like us either. 


RB: We made these offers on behalf of the Scarth Street society, but when they asked 
us who we were, they [the beneficiaries] distanced themselves—it didn’t matter what the 
cause or how much money we were attempting to donate. They didn’t want to have 
anything to do with us because of their perception of the dastardly things we— 
probably—did to raise the money. As far as how much money was raised, | don’t recall 
the exact figures, but | do know that about fifty percent of our profits were always 
donated to charity. 


We were, | believe, one of the first organizations to prepare Christmas hampers for 

_ needy families. There was no food bank back then, and we didn’t go through any other 

organizations. We would learn the ages of the children and members of the team would 

buy presents for the kids. Members of the gay community delivered all the hampers 

personally just two or three days before Christmas. Anyway, we continued to distribute 
Christmas hampers for all the years that the Scarth Street Society ran. 


Outlooks: So, how long did the Society run? 
Jack: Lets see...from 1968 until 1980 or ‘82. 
RB: We used to run shows as well... 


Jack: We had a drama group. We did The Boys in the Band down there—I played Emery, 
Rudy played the part of the hustler, Clint Beaton played Harold—he did a very good job 

it was a good production. Some of our friends were connected with Theatre Calgary. 
_ Cast members from there would often come down to the club to catch our matinée 


performances, since their own show was ‘dark’ that day. We did Oklahoma!, Mame, Sweet 
Charity—sometimes not the entire show, but parts of it—they were really professionally 
done. | was proud to be part of it. 


RB: Anyway, when the organization disbanded there was about thirty thousand dollars 
in the bank. We distributed the funds in various ways: to the Salvation Army Hospice and 
to the Children’s Hospital, which at the time was doing dental work for HIV patients who 
couldn’t afford it, so we subsidized it. Each of the charities received about fifteen 
thousand dollars. Every year the society would debate what charity would receive our 
funds—not any charity of one member’s personal choice, but one where the money 
would do the most good. 


Jack: That’s still going on through the Court. Just recently, the Imperial Order of the 
Chinook Arch gave away eighteen thousand dollars—a big chunk of that went to the 
Children’s Wish Foundation this year. They raise money by doing shows and various other 
charity events. 


Outlooks: Did the Club Carousel close about the same time as the dissolution of 
the Scarth Street Society? 


Jack: No. The society remained until the money was redistributed. 


Outlooks: So how long was the gap in time? You mentioned that the Club Carousel 
moved. Where did it go? 


Jack: Yes. We moved to the top of Sidorsky’s Furniture Store—where the Brick is 
now, up on Centre Street and 16) Avenue North. 


RB: In fact, even now if you go upstairs to the back of the Brick, where they have their 
damaged goods, there’s a platform there—the raised dance floor that our dyke friends 
built—it’s so solid, you can’t take it apart! We had five thousand square feet—it was huge 
compared to our old space. The club remained there for three years and then we moved 
to 9° Avenue S.E. above Kirk Tire [now Calgary Home Appliance store] for a couple of 
years. Club members completely renovated the space to include a fireplace, pool table 
room. We created a very informal, relaxed and cozy atmosphere. We had an option to 
renew our lease here for a third year but there was not the interest to carry on. 


Jack: It was too far for the people to go. The downtown location was better, but 
attendance went down and we ended up with a lot of empty room. It was about this time 
that the commercial clubs started to open; there was more choice for people. 


RB: Also, the workers were burned out and people wanted more, bigger, classier and 
hotter places to cruise. They were willing to pay for it and didn’t want to have to volun- 
teer to work or sign in at the door to get in. 


Outlooks: What were those early clubs? Do you mean the Parkside? 


Jack: There was one before the Parkside, behind the Uptown Theatre—seems we still 
couldn’t get out of the friggin’ basement! —you had to go down the alley to a back door. 
It didn’t last very long...and there was another one on 8°) Avenue, but | don’t remember 
the name of it, that was short-lived as well. Then the Parkside/Myrt’s conglomerate came 
along. Myrt’s was very popular—it had a space in the back called the Backlot, where they 
did shows—BooBoo—who now works for Lorrie [Murphy, of Money Pennies]—and | 
were the Friday and Saturday night bartenders at Myrt’s. | did that for years until it 
closed. Then | dressed up as the Widow Myrt’s, in a great big black dress with a veil and 
the whole thing, and worked all night in that get-up. BooBoo wore a black tux and a high 
hat. The place was just packed that night!

Some will hail it as a triumph, some will see it as a travesty; whatever your 
thoughts on unprotected anal sex are, Barebacking Boys is one hot property. In 
fairness to Hot Desert Knight, the company responsible for BB (and others of a 
raunchier nature), the introduction to the flick is a series of informative messages 
about HIV prevention and the risks of condom-less sex. However, once that is 
out of away, the “gloves come off” and it’s a bungee-free buggery-fest from start 
to finish.
